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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claim 10 (now renumbered Claim 1) is allowed. 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art allows a user to select desired focus detection areas and associate 
them with different voice signals and, when in a picture taking mode, allows the user to quickly 
recall a preset focus detection area. The closest prior art employs a first operating member and a 
second operating member as claimed. 

However, the closest prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a third operating member 
which is operated for storing at least one of size and position of the focus detection area into the 
memory; wherein the optical apparatus has a plurality of second operating members, and 
wherein, when the third operating member and one of the second operating members are turned 
on, the controller performs the storage process while assigning at least one of size and position of 
the focus detection area determined through the first operating member to the second operating 
member turned on.
